It  draws 
attention  to  the  probability  of  a  large 
demand  in  the  immediate  future  for  capital 
goods,  machinery  spares  and  high-quality 
consumer  goods. 

D.D.T.  to  Combat  Infantile  Paralysis. — 

Rockford,  Illinois,  hit  by  one  of  the  worst 
epidemics  of  infantile  paralysis  in  history, 
has  been  sprayed  with  D.D.T.  insecticide 
by  a  bomber  flying  over  the  stricken  city. 
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Shop  Assistants'  Educational  Scheme. —

Particulars  of  the  scheme  are  set  out  in  a 
printed  booklet  which  is  being  issued  to 
Union  branch  secretaries  and  collectors,  to 
whom  members  are  advised  to  apply  for 
particulars. 

High-speed  Exports. — Inquiries  are  being 
made  by  a  group  of  manufacturers  on  the 
Wythenshawe  Trading  Estate,  Manchester, 
into  the  possibilities  of  establishing  an 
air  freight  service  to  Europe.  The  aim  is  to 
provide  a  24-hour  delivery  service.

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PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 


Release  of  Doctors. — The  Secretary  of 
tate  for  War  (Mr.  Lawson)  said  on  August 
4  that  the  release  of  doctors  was  being 
ccelerated  in  accordance  with  the  quicker 
elease  of  the  Army  as  a  whole.  Some  delay 
n  the  release  of  certain  categories  of  medi- 
al specialists  would  occur  owing  to  the 
xisting  shortage  and  difficulty  in  finding 
eplacements  in  these  special  categories. 

More  Soap  for  London. — In  reply  to  ques- 
ions  on  August  22,  the  Minister  of  Food 
Sir  B.  Smith)  said  the  shortage  of  soap  in 
ondon  and  other  areas,  which  arose  as  a 
esult  of  the  rapid  return  of  evacuees,  had 
een  aggravated  recently  by  an  influx  of 
isitors.  He  was  making  inquiries  in  regard 
o  both  supply  and  distribution.  In  the 
neantime  considerably  increased  supplies 
ere  being  allocated  to  the  London  area, 
ut  it  would  be  some  little  time  before  the 
osition  became  much  easier. 

National  Health. — The  following  abstract 
s  taken  from  the  King's  Speech,  made  to 
:he  members  of  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Trednesday,   August    15:     "You   will  be 

ked  to  approve  measures  to  provide  a 
omprehensive  scheme  of  insurance  against 
ndustrial  injuries,  to  extend  and  improve 
he  existing  scheme  of  social  insurance  and 
o  establish  a  national  health  service."

Lord  Privy  Seal)  said :  With  regard  to 
ocial  insurance  and  health,  the  first  duty 
~as  to  proceed  with  the  national  insurance 
cheme  and  follow  that  up  with  the  health 
lan.  That  was  imposed  upon  the  Govern- 

ent,  quite  apart  from  logic,  by  the  terrible 

uddle  in  which  the  health  plan  was  left 
y  the  late  Minister  of  Health.  The  White 
aper  on  the  health  services,  although  not 
oing  so  far  as  the  Labour  Party  would  have 
iked,  was  generally  accepted  by  the  House, 
"et  after  an  inordinate  delay  it  transpired 
hat  behind  the  backs  of  everybody  else 
Vlr.  Willink  opened  discussions  with  the 

ritish  Medical  Association. 

Mr.  Willink  said  that  the  whole  of 
hose  discussions  were  carried  out  by  him 
md  by  the  then  Secretary  of  State  for 
Gotland,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Labour 

arty. 

Mr.  Greenwood,  continuing,  said  that 
-he  late  Government  were  not  committed 
o  any  action  when  the  secret  discussions 

ere  concluded.  The  present  Government 
:ould  not  start  now  where  the  negotiations 
inished.  .They  must  go  back  to  the  begui- 
ling, back  to  the  White  Paper,  and  that 
vas  what  the  Minister  of  Health  proposed 


to  do.  It  would  be  a  difficult  task,  made  all 
the  more  difficult  by  the  unnecessary  con- 
cessions which  were  made  by  Mr.  Willink. 

A  good  deal  of  work  had  already  been 
done  on  the  social  insurance  scheme.  The 
Minister  of  National  Insurance  was  pressing 
on  with  the  further  details  of  the  measure, 
which  was  necessarily  very  complicated. 
It  might  look  to  be  one  of  the  longest 
measures  that  the  House  of  Commons  had 
ever  seen.  But  it  would  be  completed  fairly 
early,  and  it  was  hoped  that  it  would  be 
ready  and  in  the  hands  of  members  when 
they  resumed  next  year.  It  would  be  seen 
to  be  a  Bill  of  character  and  importance  and 
of  a  complex  nature  which  demanded  a 
good  deal  of  care  in  its  drafting. 

Research  on  Atomic  Energy. — Sir  Waved 
Wakefield  asked  the  Prime  Minister  on 
August  23  if  he  was  in  a  position  to  state  what 
machinery,  organisation  or  arrangement  is 
proposed  for  the  scientific  development  for 
peace-time  use  of  the  knowledge  obtained 
in  the  evolution  of  the  atomic  bomb ;  and 
the  extent  of  the  finance  and  scientific 
manpower  to  be  made  available  for  this 
purpose.  The  Prime  Minister  (Mr.  Attlee)  : 
Research  on  the  possible  use  of  atomic 
energy  will  continue  for  the  present  to  be 
carried  on  under  the  existing  organisation 
known  as  the  Tube  Alloys  Directorate  of 
the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  to  which  reference  has  been  made 
in  the  published  official  statements.  The 
resources  made  available  will  depend  on  the 
programme  of  research  adopted,  and  this 
is  now  being  considered. 

Industrial  Research  for  Export. — Sir 
Patrick  Hannon  asked  the  Lord  President 
of  the  Council  on  August  22  if  he  would 
present  a  White  Paper  to  the  House  em- 
bodying a -general  outline  of  the  measures 
adopted  or  contemplated  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  scientific  research,  with  special 
reference  to  investigation,  with  the  object 
of  the  restoration  of  the  export  trade.  The 
Lord  President  of  the  Council  (Mr.  Herbert 
Morrison),  in  reply,  said  the  Government 
was  fully  aware  of  the  need  for  promoting 
the  application  of  science  in  industry.  The 
attention  of  the  export  industries  had 
already  been  drawn  to  the  facilities  offered 
by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Indus- 
trial Research.  He  did  not  propose  to  pub- 
lish a  White  Paper  at  that  stage,  but  the 
hon.  Member  could  rest  assured  that  Par- 
liament would  be  kept  informed  of  any 
developments  that  occurred  in  the  Govern- 
ment's policy. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 


Theft  of  Cocaine. — At  Highgate  Sessions 
recently,  Alfred  John  D.  Smith,  described 
as  a  chemist's  assistant,  and  employed  at 
East  Finchley,  London,  N.,  appeared  on  a 
summons  for  having  in  his  possession  a 
packet  of  cocaine  hydrochloride.  It  was 
alleged,  too,  that  Smith  had  taken  a  bottle 
of  industrial  methylated  spirit  from  the 
shop.  Mr.  Campbell,  solicitor  for  the 
prosecution,  said  Smith  was  employed  as  a 
dispenser.  On  July  25  he  was  suspected 
of  having  taken  something  and  his  employer 
telephoned  the  police.  Detective-Sergeant 
Gingell  stopped  Smith  in  the  High  Road, 
East  Finchley,  and  found  a  bottle  of  indus- 
trial methylated  spirit  in  his  possession. 
He  arrested  Smith  and  on  the  way  to  the 
police  station  saw  him  throw  away  an 
envelope  which,  on  investigation,  proved 
to  contain  cocaine  hydrochloride.  For  the 
defence  Mr.  Vyvyan  Wells  said  the  actual 
value  of  the  goods  stolen  amounted  to  about 
14s.  Smith  suffered  from  bad  teeth  and 
found  that  rubbing  the  gum  with  cocaine 
relieved  the  pain.  He  did  not  take  it  for 
any  trading  purpose.  Smith  was  fined  £8. 

Food  Prosecution  Dismissed. — Burnley 
(Lanes)  magistrates  on  August  21  dismissed 
a  summons  against  Marshall's  Food  Pro- 
ducts, Ltd.,  Coventry  House,  South  Place, 
Moorgate,  London,  E.C.,  for  a  breach  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Mr.  H.  K. 
Foers,  who  prosecuted,  said  that  the  firm 
was  summoned  in  respect  of  a  false  war- 
ranty to  Wm.  E.  Carrington,  Colne  Road, 
Burnley,  regarding  baking  powder  supplied 
to  Carrington  in  which  there  was  only  6-9 
per  cent,  of  available  carbon  dioxide  in- 
stead of  at  least  8  per  cent.  Samples  had 
been  obtained  by  inspectors  from  Carring- 
ton, against  whom  a  summons  under  the 
Act  had  been  dismissed  at  a  previous 
court.  Carrington  relying  on  the  warranty, 
Mr.  Foers  said  that  it  had  been  his  duty  to 
summon  the  firm  because  the  warranty  was 
false.  For  the  defence  it  was  submitted 
that  the  warranty  was  accurate  at  the  time 
it  was  dispatched.  The  rjowder  was  manu- 
factured in  October  1944,  and  sent  to 
Mr.  Carrington  in  November.  When  it  was 
made,  a  sample  from  the  same  "batch" 
was  taken  by  the  firm  and  put  in  storage 
on  their  own  shelves  under  normal  condi- 
tions. On  May  25  they  learnt  of  the  com- 
plaint about  the  baking  powder  in  Mr. 
Carrington 's  shop  and  had  their  sample 
analysed.  It  showed  8-8  per  cent,  available 
carbon  dioxide.  Evidence  was  given  by 
employees    of   the  firm,   and   Dr.   J.  H. 


Hammance,  public  analyst,  who  said  that 
he  had  examined  part  of  the  sample  from 
Mr.  Carrington's  shop,  and  from  the  residual 
ash  was  able  to  calculate  that  the  com- 
ponents had  been  made  to  yield  11-3  per 
cent,  carbon  dioxide. 

"  Stalls  "  are  not  Shops. — When  two 
adjourned  summonses  against  Thomas  P. 
Whittle,  Birch  Lane,  Manchester,  and 
Robert  B.  Diggins,  Greame  Street,  Man- 
chester, were  before  the  Bolton  (Lanes) 
borough  magistrates  on  August  23,  the 
abandonment  of  a  contemplated  appeal  to 
the  High  Court  against  a  decision  of  the 
magistrates  last  February  was  mentioned. 
Representing  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
Mr.  A.  F.  Greenhalgh  explained  that  the 
proceedings  were  for  the  alleged  breach  of 
the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1901,  by 
selling  an  article  consisting  of  a  substance 
recommended  as  medicine,  "the  sale  not 
being  effected  at  a  shop."  There  were' 
originally  three  defendants,  all  stall-holders! 
on  the  Ashburner  Street,  Bolton,  market, 
and  on  the  magistrates  convicting  a  local 
man  named  Foster,  the  defending  solicitor) 
asked  for  the  cases  of  Whittle  and  Diggins 
to  be  adjourned  until  that  day  to  give  theii 
trade  organisation  an  opportunity  of  con- 
sidering the  question  of  testing,  in  th 
High  Court,  the  correctness  of  the  magis- 
trates' decision  against  Foster.  That  pro- 
posal had  not  been  proceeded  with.  Whittle 
was  summoned  in  respect  of  a  remedy 
called  "India  brandee"  and  Diggins  for  th 
selling  of  a  vapour  rub,  for  skin  ailments 
Pleading  guilty  on  defendants'  behalf,  Mr 
E.  Fielding  said  they  had  been  advised  tha 
their  stalls  were  "  shops"  within  the  mean 
ing  of  the  Act.  Defendants  had  considerec 
the  matter,  and  now  did  not  propose  t( 
challenge  the  decision.  Defendants  woulc 
cease  to  offend.  The  Bench  imposed  th 
nominal  fine  of  £1,  each  defendant  also  t 
pay  £5  5s.  advocate's  fee.

Much  Fear — No  Danger 

Your  editorial  article  "Universities  and 
Industries"  (p.  197)  should  effectually  dis- 
pose of  any  doubt  that  may  have  been 
aroused  by  the  strange  pronouncement  of 
the  Association  of  University  Teachers.  A 
story  that  I  heard  many  years  ago  seems 
appropriate.  During  a  gale  at  sea  a  ship's 
passenger  waylaid  the  captain  with  the 
nervous  inquiry,  "Is  there  any  fear?" 
Promptly  came  the  gruff  reply,  "A  great 
deal  of  fear — but  no  danger."  This  bogy 
that  the  Association  professes  to  have  dis- 
covered is  not  a  very  impressive  one,  and 
the  statement  of  last  year's  Nuffield  College 
Conference  has,  so  to  speak,  quelled  it  in 
advance.  Gifts  from  an  industrial  concern  or 
organisation  may  properly  be  earmarked 
for  one  or  more  subjects  of  research  in  a 
university.  How  that  research  shall  be 
carried  out  is  the  affair  of  the  staff  under- 
taking it;  and  if  a  subject  proposed  is 
unsuitable  for  a  particular  staff,  the  endow- 
ment offered  will  be  declined  with  thanks. 
Boards  of  directors  in  our  leading  industries 
are  not  observably  deficient  in  common 
sense,  nor  are  they  so  lacking  in  the  rudi- 
ments of  education  as  to  be  unaware  of  the 
difference  between  fundamental  research 
and  applied  research ;  hence  the  difficulty 
postulated  by  the  Association  need  never 
arise.  And  between  university  laboratories 
and  those  of  the  individual  firms  or  com- 
panies that  can  afford  them  there  is  the 
"buffer"  territory  of  research  associations 
and  technical  colleges  capable  of  undertak- 
ing the  investigations.

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ENEMY-OWNED  PATENTS 


The  council  of  the  Chartered  Institute  of 
Patent  Agents  has  issued  a  memorandum 
giving  its  recommendations  on  the  subject 
of  enemy-owned  patents  and  on  applications 
for  patents  made  by  enemy  nationals. 
Consideration  has  also  been  given  to  the 
possible  effects  on  British  industry  if 
a  moratorium  is  granted  in  favour  of  the 
citizens  of  allied  and  neutral  countries  to 
enable  applications  for  patents  to  be  filed 
in  Britain  on  the  basis  of  applications  made  in 
the  home  country  during  the  war,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  normal  period  of 
twelve  months  allowed  under  the  Inter- 
national Convention  for  the  Protection  of 
Industrial  Property  may  have  expired. 

No  Separate  Action  by  Britain 

The  council  recommends  that  no  separate 
action  should  be  taken  on  behalf  of  this 
country  whereby  enemy  nationals,  after 
the  war,  would  be  denied  Convention  rights 
arising  on  basic  applications  filed  sub- 
sequent to  the  termination  of  hostilities, 
or  filed  at  such  a  date  that  the  ordinary 
period  of  twelve  months  allowed  for  a 
Convention  claim  will  not  have  expired 
when  the  application  in  the  United  King- 
dom is  filed.  The  basis  of  the  International 
Convention,  the  council  points  out,  is 
reciprocity,  and  any  one-sided  arrangement 
forced  on  enemy  nationals  would  appear 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  Convention. 
This  country,  having  ratified  the  Conven- 
tion, is  bound  by  its  conditions  unless  it 
withdraws  from  adherence  to  the  terms  of 
the  convention.  Any  remedy,  therefore, 
affecting  ordinary  Convention  applications 
should  be  sought  along  the  lines  of  a  revision 
of  the  Convention  by  the  contracting  states. 

The  council  makes  a  distinction,  how- 
ever, between  denial  of  ordinary  Convention 
rights  and  action  to  withhold  from  enemy 
nationals  the  benefits  of  any  moratorium 
that  may  be  granted  in  Britain,  such  as  was 
granted  under  Article  307  of  the  peace 
treaty  of  1919.  The  following  recommenda- 
tions are  formulated : — 

That  British  applications  of  enemy  subjects 
not  granted  before  the  outbreak  of  war  should 
be  considered  void,  but : 

That  where  any  British  "person"  is 
interested  by  way  of  licence  or  agreement  in 
such  a  pending  application  of  enemy  origin, 
and  can  establish  that  interest  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Comptroller,  the  patent  (if 
granted)  shall  be  granted  to  the  Custodian  in 
trust  for  such  British  "person,"  subject  to 
specified  provisions  as  to  patents  that  have 
been  kept  in  force  by  British  licensees.

PENICILLIN  FOR  THE  RETAIL  PHARMACIST-  I 

by  Reginald  J.  Jeram 

(Senior  Pharmacist,  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Portsmouth) 


Having  dwelt  on  the  properties  of  penicillin 
and  the  choice  of  suitable  apparatus  in  the 
last  article  (C.  &-  D.,  August  25,  p.  192),  we 
are  now  in  a  position  to  consider  the  com- 
pounding of  the  drug.  Certain  general 
working  principles  cannot  be  over-empha- 
sised. Two  of  these  will  bear  repetition  at 
this  stage,  i.e.,  complete  aseptic  procedure 
and  freshness  of  the  preparations  supplied. 
Preparations  made  at  the  present  time  may 
be  divided  into  two  groups  with  respect  to 
the  method  of  administration,  namely, 
those  intended  for  local  administration, 
including  creams,  insufflations,  dusting 
powders,  sprays,  drops  and  pastilles,  and 
those  for  systemic  administration,  mainly 
injections.  The  strength  of  all  preparations 
is  expressed  in  terms  of  Oxford  units. 

Penicillin  Creams 

Penicillin  creams  form  a  large  proportion 
of  the  preparations  now  being  called  for, 
and  therefore  the  greater  part  of  this 
article  has  been  devoted  to  them.  The  bases; 
of  these  creams  need  careful  attention  as 
regards  sterilisation  and  pu  value,  the 
latter  being  liable  to  alter  with  the  tempera- 
ture and  time  of  sterilisation,  when  the 
largely-used  Lanette  wax  bases  are  em- 
ployed. The  following  formulas  will  give 
an  idea  of  the  bases  which  have  been  used  : —

Sometimes  a  proportion  of  soft  paraffin 
is  incorporated  when  the  plain  Lanette 
wax  bases  are  used  and,  of  course,  No.  4 
will  need  saponification.  During  this  dis- 
cussion it  will  be  assumed  that  the  Lanette 
wax  type  of  base  is  used.  These  bases 
may  be  simply  prepared  as  follows :  The 
wax  is  shredded  and  heated  to  melting 
point  over  a  water  bath,  then  the  water 
previously  heated  to  about  the  same 
temperature  is  added  and  incorporated.  If 
soft  paraffin  or  oil  is  used  this  must  be  mixed 
with  the  melted  wax  prior  to  adding  the 
water.     The    base    needs    gentle  stirring 


whilst  cooling ;  vigorous  stirring  sho 
avoided.  Further  procedure  is  as  folk 
No.  1. — The  required  quantity  of  b^ 
the  given  number  of  creams  to  be  ml 
weighed  into  a  suitable  container,  wl 
then  sealed  by  a  fixed  covering  of  cello]! 
The  container  is  then  placed  in  an  aut|  ave; 
and  sterilised  for  20-30  min.  at  10-I 
pressure.  When  cooling,  the  base  shol  bi 
stirred  by  means  of  a  glass  rod  hawg 
spatulate  end,  the  rod  having  been  inltet 
through  the  cellophane,  which  is  maJal  M 
tight  by  fixing  round  the  rod  witr 
string  or  silk.   When  cold,  the  apprc 
quantity  of  penicillin  dissolved  in 
c.c.s  of  sterile  water  or  saline  is 
injected  through  the  cellophane  fi 
sterile  syringe,  and  finally  mixed  infl 
base  with  the  rod.    The  container 
which  the  cream  is  finally  distributAar 
be  either  sterilised  at  the  same  time  Ithj 
base,  or  subjected  to  dry  sterilisatiojSn 
hot-air  oven.    Preferably,  glass  jaran 
straight  sides  and  aluminium  lids  v| 
found  suitable.    If  aluminium  lids  a;| 
used  it  will  be  advisable  to  protect 
inside  of  the  lid  prior  to  autoclavi 
prevent  rusting.   During  the  transfer 
container  to  jars  every  effort  must  be 
to  work  under  some  kind  of  screen 
elude  dust  and  breath.  The  hands  m 
well  scrubbed  and  disinfected,  if  steri 
rubber  gloves  are  not  available. 


Method  of  Procedure 

No.  2. — A  number  of  the  jars  des 
are  taken  and  a  hole  (just  large  enoi 
allow  a  fine  hypodermic  needle 
inserted)  is  bored  in  the  periphery  o 
lid,  and  the  jars  then  sterilised.  Thin 
washers  are  cut  exactly  to  fit  into  tl 
(these  can  be  cut  from  sheet  rubber 
used  rubber  bandages)  and  sterilis 
boiling  with  a  solution  of  an  anti 
finally  boiling  and  washing  with 
water.  The  base  is  weighed  into  cont: 
which  are  then  covered  with  cellophai 
the  lids  containing  the  treated  washe 
screwed  on.  The  cellophane  is  now  tri 
and  the  rims  sealed  with  waterproof  p 
The  puncture  in  the  lid  is  treated  sim 
They  are  now  autoclaved  as  in  the  pn 
method,  and  allowed  to  cool  gradually 
occasional  agitation.  When  a  ere; 
required,  a  container  is  two-thirds  imn 
in  water  maintained  at  700  C.  in 
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bath.   Agitate  from  time  to  time  and  after 
a  few  minutes  the  contents  reach  a  tempera- 
ture of  62°-65°  C.  and  become  fluid.  The 
aperture  is  then  uncovered  and  the  penicillin 
olution   injected   and    mixed    by  gentle 
shaking,  after  which  the  aperture  is  again 
ealed  and  the  cream  rapidly  cooled.  As  the 
terilised  base  may  be  kept  some  time 
efore  use,  it  is  advisable  to  add  1-5-2  per 
ent.  of  Phenoxetol  before  sterilising,  as  an 
ntiseptic  which  is  not  injurious  to  penicillin. 

No.  3. — Being  conscious  of  the  difficulties 
ncountered  in  retail  business,  the  writer 
as  carried  out  the  following  investigations, 
nd  presents  the  results  as  a  suggested 
ethod  of  small-scale  manufacture.  Similar 
ars  are  taken  and  the  base  weighed  in  as 
efore;  the  tops  are  then  covered  with 
ouble  cellophane,  leaving  a  good  margin 
verlapping.  The  lids  are  then  screwed  on 
ightly,  and  the  containers  placed  in  a  hot- 
ir  oven,  which  is  maintained  at  1 10-1 150  C. 
or  half  an  hour.  They  are  then  allowed  to 
ool,  agitating  occasionally  until  the  base 
s  just  fluid  as  in  the  last  method.

penicillin  solution  is  then  injected  through 
the  covering  and  incorporated  by  shaking. 
The  intention  in  this  method  is  to  make  each 
container  its  own  autoclave,  the  vaporised 
water  turned  into  superheated  steam 
sterilising  the  base  as  in  an  autoclave.  Again 
the  addition  of  Phenoxetol  is  recommended 
as  antiseptic,  and  final  sealing  by  means  of 
adhesive  against  contamination.

While  the  total  value  of  accounts 
(^279,000)  was  approximately  the  same  for 
both  these  years,  it  will  be  observed  that 
in  1944  there  was  a  decrease  of  2f  millions 
in  the  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed. 
It  will  also  be  noted  that  the  division  of 
cost  between  fees  and  ingredients  is  roughly 
the  same  for  both  years,  but  owing  to  war 
conditions,  the  values  have  been  reversed 
in  1944,  the  higher  figure  representing  cost 
of  ingredients  instead  of  fees. 

Closing  Hour  and  Rota  Service 

The  established  rotas  have  been  reviewed 
at  various  periods  throughout  the  year  and 
notices  for  exhibition  have  been  issued  to 
the  chemists  concerned.  Revision  of 
several  rotas  has  been  necessary  owing  to 
lack  of  qualified  staff,  damage  to  shops  by 
enemy  action  or  resignations  from  the  panel. 
With  a  view  to  maintaining  the  present 
early  closing  hour  the  Committee  desires 
to  point  out  that  in  each  district,  one  or 
more  chemists  must  remain  open  until 
7  p.m.  by  means  of  a  rota  or  otherwise,  and 
to  emphasise  that  a  notice  indicating 
particulars  of  the  service  provided  must  be 
exhibited.  The  necessity  for  the  exhibition 
of  a  notice  applies  equally  to  the  service 
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provided  for  Sundays  and  Bank  Holidays 
and  to  any  other  local  arrangements. 

The  Committee  has  carefully  examined 
the  monthly  reports  received  from  the 
Central  Checking  Bureau  and  any  dis- 
crepancies in  pricing  have  been  noted  and 
rectified  without  delay.  The  average  margin 
of  error  in  pricing  for  the  year  was  +  o-o8 
per  cent.  With  regard  to  ambiguous  pre- 
scriptions, the  Committee  has  noted  that 
certain  chemists  have  failed  to  indicate 
on  the  -prescription  what  was  actually 
supplied.  In  their  own  interests,  therefore, 
chemists  should  make  certain  that  brief 
notes  are  given  on  such  scripts,  in  order  to 
ensure  accurate  pricing  and  proper  payment 
for  their  work. 

The  Committee  again  desires  to  thank 
London  chemist  contractors  for  the  generous 
support  given  to  the  1944  appeal  for 
contributions  under  "the  penny  in  the 
pound  scheme."  As  a  result  of  this  appeal, 
cheques  for  ^488  10s.  each  were  sent  to  the 
N.P.U.  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Letters  have  been  received  from  the 
secretaries  of  these  bodies  expressing  thanks 
for  the  generous  sum  contributed  to  their 
respective  War  Funds  by  London  panel 
chemists.  The  total  sum  paid  over  for  the 
two  years  amounted  to  ^1,867.  The  Com- 
mittee anticipates  that  the  response  to  their 
final  appeal  for  the  current  year  will  prove 
successful  and  so  raise  the  total  amount 
contributed  by  London  chemists. 


All  changes  which  have  taken  place  il 
the  London  panel  list  of  chemists  have  beel 
regularly  recorded  by  the  Pharmaceutic;! 
Committee,  although  no  official  list  has  bee 
issued  by  the  Insurance  Committee  sine 
1939.   At  March  31,  1945,  there  were  1,46 
shops  on  the  list  (981  inside  and  481  outsidi 
the  County).    Of  this  number,  seven  well 
conducted    by    unqualified    persons  a.ri\\ 
fifteen  were  manufacturers  of  spinal  jackei I 
and  splints.   During  the  period  September 
1939  to  March  1945,  352  shops  inside  an* 
seventy-one  outside  the  County  have  cease's 
to  provide  a  dispensing  service  owing  il 
war  conditions,  lack  of  qualified  staff  an  ! 
damage  by  enemy  action. 

The    London    County    Pharmaceutic  j 
War  Committee  has  continued  to  advisl 
the    Central    Pharmaceutical    War  Con 
mittee  regarding  the  deferment  of  phai[! 
macists  and  dispensers  in  the  County.  Th 
Committee  has  also  considered  the  case 
of  women    drug   hands  and   has  issueij 
certificates    where    appropriate    for  theil 
retention  in  pharmacy.  The  war  in  Europi 
having  ended  officially  on  May  9,   194  = 
the  Committee  had  hoped  that  the  seriouj 
situation  regarding  staff  deficiencies  woul  1 
soon  improve.   Unfortunately,  it  is  realise-, 
that  the  pharmaceutical  service  is  beinl 
provided  under  most  difficult  circumstance 
through  lack  of  the  necessary  qualified  stafl 
particularly    pharmacists    now  urgentl; 
required  as  managers. 


SCOTTISH  HEALTH  REPORT 


The  Summary  Report  by  the  Department 
of  Health  for  Scotland  for  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1945,  contains,  inter  alia,  the  fol- 
lowing paragraphs  of  interest  to  chemists  : — 

Medicinal  Plant  Collection. — By  ar- 
rangement with  the  Ministry  of  Supply  the 
Department  has  undertaken,  since  1942, 
to  organise  the  collection  of  certain  plants 
.  .  .  Last  summer,  as  previously,  the 
principal  collection  was  of  rose-hips  and 
the  amount  gathered,  77  tons,  was  a 
record.  ...  In  a  few  areas  leaves  and 
seeds  of  foxglove  were  gathered  for  the 
manufacture   of  digitalin. 

Scientific  Advisory  Committee. — Re- 
ports by  subcommittees  were  published 
during  the  year  on  "  Sulphonamides  in  the 
Treatment  of  Meningococcal  Meningitis" 
and  "  Freezing  Point  (Hortvet)  Test  of 
Milk."  ...  A  small-scale  field  trial  has 
been  arranged  to  test  the  efficacy  against 
midges  of  repellents  developed  during  the 
war  for  use  against  flies  and  insects.  .  .  . 
In  the  field  of  infectious  diseases,  work  is 


proceeding  on  a  survey  of  diphtheria  in  th 
inoculated  and  the  uninoculated,  the  com 
parative  values  of  the  serums  used  in  th 
prevention  of  measles,  and  the  testing  o 
the  value  of  penicillin  in  the  treatment  o 
lobar  pneumonia,  and  certain  other  seriou 
infections. 

Health  Education. — The  Department 
in  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  In 
formation,  was  responsible  for  press 
poster,  and  other  publicity  on  a  nationa 
scale.  ...  A  film  dealing  with  the  Scottisl 
maternity  services  has  been  made. 

Pharmacists  and  Opticians. — The  pro 
fessional  committees  of  pharmacists  and 
opticians  continued  to  advise  on  manpowei! 
questions  arising  in  the  civilian  services 
concerned.  Pharmacists  and  opticians  are| 
both  subject  to  recruitment  for  service) 
otherwise  than  in  their  professional  capa 
city,  and  particularly  as  regards  pharma- 
cists difficulties  were  experienced  at  times 
in  certain  areas  in  keeping  civilian  services 
in  operation  at  an  adequate  level.

ie  control  of  prices  of  goods  and  charges 
services  has  been  difficult  to  apply 
ughout  the  war  because  of  the  com- 
ited  systems  of  price  adjustment  per- 
ed  by  war-time  legislation.  Each  price- 
lated  article  has  had  to  be  considered 
t  the  point  of  view  of  its  actual  cost, 


pre-war  profit,  permitted  increases,  etc., 
with  the  ever-present  possibility  that  a 
small  error  in  calculation  might  lead  to 
serious  trouble.  While  it  is  obvious  that 
price  control  of  commodities  in  poor  supply 
is  a  necessity  during  the  transition  period 
to  ensure  fairness  in  distribution,  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  control  made  possible 
by  the  new  Bill  will  be  applied  only  where 
necessary  in  the  public  interest  and  will 
not  become  an  adverse  factor  in  post-war 
trade  recovery.  The  Bill  will  be  presented 
for  a  second  reading  on 'October  9. 

War  Years'  Import  Returns 

The  Board  of  Trade  returns  of  the  import 
and  re-export  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom 
for  the  years  1938  to  1944  inclusive  are 
largely  concerned  with  bulk  totals  of  land- 
ings which  constitute  a  grave  warning  of  our 
unhealthy  economic  pqsition,  and  empha- 
sise the  absolute  need  for  an  early  and  rapid 
recovery  in  our  post-war  shipments  of 
home-manufactured  goods.  The  official 
returns  do  not  include  figures  of  our  exports 
during  the  war  years  but,  unfortunately, 
it  may  be  assumed  they  were  comparatively 
negligible  with  the  possible  exception  of  the 
early  months  of  the  war  when  "  Cash  and 
Carry"  operated,  and  we  had  to  export  as 
much  as  possible  in  order  to  obtain  foreign 
currency.  There  is  little  doubt  that  our 
exports  of  ordinary  commercial  commodities 
have  dwindled  almost  to  the  point  of 
extinction  as  the  war  proceeded. 

The  value  of  imports  in  1942  in  £  millions 
totalled  £1,206  (munitions  £209)  ;  1943, 
£1,885  (munitions  £652);  1944,  £2,361 
(munitions  £1,055).  The  total  values  of 
non-munitions  imports  for  these  years  are 
largely  representative  of  food  and  drink, 
and  raw  materials  and  manufactured  goods 
essential  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war. 
Values  are  estimated  to  have  increased  by 
84  per  cent,  in  1943  and  by  91  per  cent,  in 
1944,  measured  by  the  values  of  1935. 

After  the  fall  of  France  imports  from 
European  countries  were  reduced  to  very 
small  dimensions,  and  the  longer  hauls 
necessitated  by  the  closing  of  the  Mediter- 
ranean caused  a  great  reduction  in  the 
quantities  of  arrivals  of  war  materials. 
Accordingly,  as  from  June  1940,  all  non- 
Governmental  imports  became  subject  to 
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import  licensing  restrictions  with  a  view  to 
allowing  only  essential  materials,  food,  etc., 
to  be  imported.  The  trend  of  imports  in 
1 94 1  was  steadily  upward  owing  to  the 
substitution  of  "Lend-Lease"  for  "Cash 
and  Carry"  early  in  that  year  and  the 
ncreasing  relative  importance  of  munitions. 

Re-exports  Steadily  Decline 

Re-exports  which  were  valued  at  ^62 
million  in  1938  fell  away  steadily  through- 
out the  war  years,  totalling  £46  million  in 
1939,  ^26  million  iii  1940,  ^13  million  in 
1941,  £11  million  in  1942,  ^13  million  in 
1943,  and  £10  million  in  1944,  with  more 
than  half  the  totals  for  1942  and  1943 
consisting  of  re-shipments  of  munitions.

A  Noble  Foundation 

We  are  happy  to  publish  in  this  issue  (p. 
228)  a  brief  illustrated  record  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Royal  Commercial  Travellers' 
Schools.  The  schools  were  founded  at  a 
meeting  held  at  the  London  Tavern,  Fen- 
church  Street,  London,  in  1845,  called  at 
the  instigation  of  a  Mr.  John  Robert  Cuffley, 
when  it  was  decided  that  the  purpose  of  the 
schools  should  be  "the  education,  main- 
tenance and  clothing  of  the  orphans  of 
deceased  and  the  children  of  necessitous 
commercial  travellers  who  are  permanently 
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incapacitated."     The    first    schools  \ 
situated  in  Wanstead,  London,  E.,  w] 
thirty-five  children  were  cared  for 
educated.  In  less  than  ten  years  the  nun 
of  scholars  had  risen  to  130,  and  it 
decided  to  build  larger  premises  elsewhj 
Land  was  purchased  at  Pinner  and 
schools  illustrated  on  p.  229  were  compltiJi 
and  opened  in  1855  by  the  Prince  Cons 
During  the  past  century  there  have  b 
admitted  rather  more  than  4,600  boys 
girls  who  have  gone  out  into  the  wi 
mentally,  morally  and  physically  equip 
to   become   useful   citizens.    Many  h 
achieved  positions  of  honour.  During 
useful  life  the  movement  has  attracted 
support  of  many  distinguished  men.  C 
Dickens  presided  at  the  annual  festiva 
1854  and  again  in   1859,   and  at  o 
festivals  Thackeray  and   Bulwer  Lyt 
presided. 

The  schools  now  have  accommoda 
for  400  pupils,  both  boys  and  girls,  and  i 
of  interest  to  note  that  already  thirty-se 
war-orphaned  children  have  been  admitt 
All  trades  are  represented  by  the  schol; 
including  six  from  the  chemical  trade,  se 
from  oils  and  drysaltery,  three  from  pa 
and  varnish,  seven  from  rubber,  and  n 
from  soap  and  perfumery. 

The  centenary  of  this  "Noble  Foun 
tion"  has  recently  been  celebrated,  and 
board  of  management  desires  to  express 
gratitude  for  the  splendid  support  recei 
from  all  trades,  from  commercial  travel 
themselves,  and  from  business  houses.

Stems  and  Oil. — The  receipts  of  stems 
during  the  quarter  were  the  largest  of  the 
seasonal  year  and  brought  supplies  up  to 
about  the  normal  ratio  to  bud  deliveries. 
Much  of  the  material  was  of  inferior  quality 
due  in  the  main  to  weather  conditions 
during  the  harvesting  time.  Although 
prices  for  clove  oils  were  unchanged 
throughout  the  quarter,  there  is  evidence 
they  may  increase  later  on,  for  major 
consuming  markets  seem  to  be  short  of 
requirements  and  the  prospects  of  an 
improvement  in  the  supply  position  are 
not  good,  unless  Madagascar  oil  becomes 
available  at  present  prices,  which  seems  to 
be  very  questionable.  The  United  States 
have  displayed  interest  in  Zanzibar  oils  at 
prices  above  the  United  Kingdom  levels. 

Supplies  of  stems  were  3,089,492  lb.,  and 
the  distillery  absorbed  2,046,2561b.;  ex- 
ports amounted  to  48,3101b.,  compared 
with  117,068  lb.  during  October-December. 

Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Proposals. — A 

Special  Committee  on  Revision  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  in  British  Columbia  has  been 
preparing  a  preliminary  draft  of  suggested 
amendments  to  the  B.C.  Pharmacy  Act  for 
consideration  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Association.  It  is  understood  that, 
if  the  suggested  changes  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  Cabinet,  the  amended  Bill 
will  be  presented  in  1946  as  a  Government 
measure. 

Post-war  Boom  Expected. — A  three-year 
boom  in  the  European  toilet  goods  industry, 
which  may  begin  within  six  months,  was 
foreseen  by  Mr.  John  C.  Gambles  (chairman 
and  managing  director  of  the  English  branch 
of  Northam  Warren,  Ltd.)  during  a  visit 
to  Montreal  recently.  The  start  of  the  boom 
might  be  delayed,  he  thought,  by  labour, 
transportation  and  material  shortages,  with 
the  lack  of  essential  oils  the  most  likely 
hold-up.  Lack  of  soap  in  France,  and  the 
coal  shortage,  which  made  hot  water  pos- 
sible only  once  a  week,  were  restricting 
baths  for  people  in  France,  and  French 
bathroom  shelves  were  so  bare  that  it  would 
probably  take  three  years  to  stock  them 
again  as  they  were  in  pre-war  years. 
During  that  time  the  toilet  goods  industry 
should  have  a  prosperous  career.  Although 
conditions  in  Britain  were  not  so  bad  as 
in  France,  said  Mr.  Gambles,  he  predicted 
a  vast  expansion  in  Britain  with  the  lifting 
of  war-time  limitations.

SIGHT-TESTING 

by  S.  H.  Lees,  F. 

IN  spite  of  the  many  excellent  refractors 
on  the  market,  there  are  still  opticians 
who  prefer  to  use  an  ordinary  trial  frame. 
As  pointed  out  in  a  previous  article,  a 
refractor  is  useful  for  static  retinoscopy, 
but  is  not  an  alternative  to  the  trial  frame

for  every  purpose.  Every  refractionist, 
therefore,  needs  a  trial  case  of  lenses  and  a 
trial  frame.  A  refractor  is  worth  having  as 
an  additional  item  of  equipment,  but  it 
has  its  limitations. 

Relative  Accuracy  of  Refractor 

The  battery  system  of  lenses  employed 
in  refractors  results,  during  the  test,  in 
some  lenses  being  much  further  from  the 
eye  than  spectacle  lenses  normally  posi- 
tioned. In  using  loose  lenses  in  a  trial 
frame,  the  practice  is  to  fit  the  strongest  lens 
of  the  combination  into  the  back  cell. 
Since  this  manoeuvre  is  impossible  with  a 
refractor,  the  lenses  are  computed  to  allow 
for'  the  difference  in  effective  power  due  to 
their  position  in  the  instrument.  Conse- 
quently, for  refraction  at  six  metres,  the 
refractor  may  be  more  accurate  than  the 
trial  frame  and  loose  lenses.  But  for  near 
vision  tests  a  refractor  is  unreliable,  as  the 
lenses,  in  the  positions  they  occupy,  show 
agreement  between  the  indicated  and  effec- 
tive powers  only  at  six  metres.  At  33  cm. 
a  presbyope  apparently  requires  a  much 
greater  plus  addition  than  is  actually  the 
case,  and  when  high  powers  are  in  use  the 
discrepancy  is  very  great  indeed.  The 
possessor  of  a  refractor  can  demonstrate 
this  quite  easily  by  turning  up  plus  lenses 
of  equal  amount  for,  R.  and  L.  in  the  refrac-

The  test  is  carried  out  on  the  letters  and, 
if  the  correction  cannot  be  improved,  both 
positions  of  the  cross-cylinder  will  cause  a 
slight  blurring.  The  refractionist  who  has 
never  used  the  cross-cylinder  should  draw 
diagrams  showing  the  principal  meridians 
in  a  case  of  mixed  astigmatism.  This  con- 
dition should  always  obtain  (unless  the 
correction  is  accurate)  when  using  the 
cross-cylinder.  The  effect  of  the  cross- 
cylinder  is  to  increase  or  decrease  the 
interval  of  Sturm  which,  in  mixed  astig- 
matism, is  bisected  by  the  retina.  A  fuller 
account  of  this  technique  is  contained  in 
Emsley's  "Visual  Optics." 

Comparator 

The  Swann-Cole  Comparator  is  an  inex- 
pensive, yet  valuable,  hand  instrument  for 
making  near  comparison  tests.  By  means  of 
a  bar,  card-holder  and  septum,  the  patient 
is  able  to  look  at  two  charts  at  the  same 
time,  one  for  each  eye.  A  large  number  of 
cards  is  supplied  with  the  instrument, 
designed  for  near  tests  for  cyclophoria, 
hyperphoria,  and  even  for  a  rough  estima- 
tion of  the  size  of  the  blind  spot.  The  most 
useful  purpose  of  the  instrument  is  in 
revealing  the  need  for  unequal  reading 
additions.  Usin^  ordinary  near  test  types 
a  case  may  require,  for  instance,  a  +  2-oD 
binocular  addition.  But  the  Comparator 
may  show  that  one  eye  requires  a  further 
o-25D,  while  the  other  has  better  vision  at 
near  with  a  reduced  power.  The  Esdaile- 
Turville  equilibrium  test  is  similarly  used. 

In  the  past  decade  aniseikonia  has  been 
the  subject  of  careful  investigation  and 
research.  One  result  has  been  the  invention 
of  the  Barker  Eikonometer.  Difference  in 
image  size  between  the  two  eyes  is  corrected 
by  the  use  of  thickness  lenses.  Objection 
has  been  made  to  this  method  of  treatment 
on  the  grounds  that,  if  the  degree  of 
aniseikonia  is  great  enough  to  cause  dis- 
comfort or  interference  with  normal  bin- 
ocular vision,  it  can  only  be  corrected  by 
making  one  of  the  lenses  so  thick  and 
heavy  that  it  cannot  be  conveniently 
worn ;  similarly,  that  if  the  correcting 
lenses  are  not  too  cumbersome  for  general 
wear,  then  the  degree  of  aniseikonia  is  so 
small  that  its  correction  is  unnecessary. 
This  problem  is  one  for  the  individual 
practitioner  and  his  patient.  There  are 
still  people  with  poor  vision  who  appar- 
ently consider  any  optical  aid  too  cumber- 
some.

ROYAL  COMMERCIAL  TRAVELLERS*  SCHOOI 

On  the  occasion  of  the  centenary  of  this  well-known  charitable  institution  we  publ 
short  historical  account  of  its  development  during  the  past  hundred  years 


THIS  memorable  year  1945  has  an 
especial  significance  for  the  Royal 
Commercial  Travellers'  Schools,  of 
Hatch  End,  Pinner,  Middlesex.  Along  with 
the  Allied  victory  they  are  celebrating 
the  centenary  of  their  foundation  in  1845 
by  John  Robert  Cuffiey. 

To  Relieve  Distress 

A  very  large  number  of  now  famous 
charitable  institutions  were  founded  in  the 
1840's.  This  is  not  surprising,  for  those  were 
the  difficult  and  hungry  days  of  the  Corn 
Laws.  Wages  were  low,  prices  high,  and 
jobs  hard  to  get.  The  man  who  had  to  earn 
his  living  had  a  poor  chance  of  putting 
anything  by  for  a  rainy  day;  and  when  he 
could  no  longer  work  the  outlook  for  his 
family  was  indeed  bleak.  It  is  more  than 
likely  that  what  moved  Cuffiey  to  act  was 
the  distress  among  the  wives  and  children 
of  his  own  dead  or  invalid  colleagues.  He 
saw  that  the  crying  need  was  for  nourish- 
ment, care  and  education  for  the  bereft 
children,  and  that  the  best  way  of  securing 
those  essentials  was  by  acquiring  a  building 
and  starting  an  orphanage.  He  mentioned 
the  idea  to  some  of  his  fellow  "  knights  of  the 
road"  whose  travels  had  been  more  profit- 
able than  others.  They  responded  with  that 
warm  and  impulsive  generosity  that  to  this 


day  is  typical  of  commercial  travellers 
within  a  few  short  weeks  Cuffiey  had  r|jd 
over  ^2,000.  And  so,  in  December 
he  as  the  spokesman  of  200  comm(!|il 
travellers  called  on  a  well-known  city  m 
Mr.  George  Moore,  and  asked  him  to  prl  < 
at  a  meeting  at  the  London  Tavern || 
that  meeting  was  born  the  Royal  Com] 
cial  Travellers'  Schools. 

In  their  early  years  the  Schools  we; 
Wanstead,  but  they  quickly  outgre 
building  there  and  after  a  few  years 
was  acquired  at  Pinner  for  ^2,000 
buildings  "in  the  Elizabethan  style" 
erected  at  a  cost  of  ^20,000.  The  op 
of  the  new  Schools,  which  took  plac 
October  27,  1855,  was,  as  will  be  seen 
our  illustration,  a  great  occasion.  The 
mony  was  performed  by  none  other 
the  Prince  Consort  himself  in  the  preS 
of  a  host  of  supporters,  including  the 
Mayor  of  London.  An  address  was  prese 
to  His  Royal  Highness  which  openec 
gravely  informing  him  that  "under 
appellation  of  commercial  travellers,  1 
is  in  this  country  a  large  and  in 
tant  class  of  persons  whose  busines 
is  constantly  to  travel  for  corame 
purposes." 

The  story  of  the  founding  of  the  Sch! 
is  then  unfolded  in  the  same  florid  Victc 
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ending  on  the  following  slightly 
ecating  note:  "To  the  cultivated  taste 
ur  Royal  Highness,  the  edifice  may

After  this  spectacle 
the  whole  company  adjourned  to  a  feast 
on  which,  in  these  days  of  points  and 
coupons,  it  would  be  mere  cruelty  to  dwell. 

The  Schools  grew  and  flourished  and  won 
the  approval  of  many  illustrious  men.  In 
1859  Charles  Dickens  presided  at  the  festival 
dinner,  and  at  other  times  the  chair  was 
taken  by  W.  M.  Thackeray  and  Sir  Bulwer 
Lytton.  The  Elliott  Hall  and  classrooms 
are  a  reminder  of  a  prophecy  made  by  Sir 
Bulwer.  He  predicted  that  the  day  would 
come  when  the  Festival  President  would  be 
an  old  scholar,  and  in  1901  Mr.  B.  G.  Elliott 
(later  Sir  Bignell  Elliott)  took  the  chair 
and  was  able  to  announce  that  ^'14,000  had 
been  collected. 

Today  the  Schools  have  accommodation 
for  400  boys  and  girls.  They  are  recognised 
as  efficient  secondary  schools  by  the 
Ministry  of  Education.  There  is  a  swim- 
ming bath,  a  gymnasium  and  twenty  acres 
of  playing  fields.  Scholarships  to  univer- 
sities and  other  educational  institutions  are 
available  and  the  foundation  has  a  very 
fine  record  of  achievement  in  this  field.  The

children  of  subscribers  are  accepted  from 
five  years  of  age  and  those  of  non-subscribers 
at  seven  years  of  age.

UNITED  STATES  INDUSTRIAL  EXPANSION 


A  vast  expansion  programme,  under  which 
more  than  9, 000,000,000  dollars  is  planned 
to  be  spent  during  the  coming  twelve 
months  by  American  manufacturers  for 
new  plant  and  equipment,  and  for  expan- 
sion of  working  capital,  is  revealed  in  the 
present  plans  of  American  industrialists  as 
analysed  in  a  study  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce  released  on 
July  31.  "The  proposed  programme  indi- 
cates that  American  industry  in  general  is 
planning  on  large  capital  outlays.  Further- 
more, these  planned  outlays  make  sense  in 
the  light  of  the  war-time  expansions  of 
capital  equipment  which  have  taken  place. 
That  is,  industries  which  received  large- 
scale  Government  financing  of  plant  expan- 
sion during  the  war,  plan  relatively  modest 
expansions  now;  industries  facing  big  re- 
conversion changes  plan  larger  expendi- 
tures ;  and  industries  which  were,  so  to 
speak,  "starved"  by  war-time  restrictions 
so  far  as  expansion  of  plant  are  concerned, 
are  going  in  for  very  large  outlays.  The 
way  in  which  the  money  for  these  pro- 


grammes is  to  be  obtained  shows 
that  American  manufacturers  in  g 
are  coming  out  of  the  war  with  a 
cash  on  hand.  In  other  words,  most 
expansion  is  to  be  financed  by  the 
facturers'    own    money    rather  tha 
borrowing.    In  this  connexion  the  D 
ment's  study  makes  this  comment : 
facturers'    appraisal    of    their  pr 
financial  requirements  reflects  the  g 
strong    cash    position.     They  expe 
finance  nearly  75  per  cent,  of  the 
planned  outlays  from  cash  resourc 
hand  or  to  be  obtained  from  current 
tions.  This  appraisal  appears  conser 
since  an  analysis  of  the  probable  ope

The  holiday  month  now  drawing  to  a  close 
has  been  characterised  by  the  usual  quiet 
conditions  in  the  drug  and  chemical  mar- 
kets. Events  in  the  military  field  will  have 
their  repercussion  on  the  markets  in  due 
course,  but  some  considerable  time  must 
elapse  before  supplies  become  available 
from  sources  long  denied  to  the  home 
markets.  A  good  deal  of  interest  is  being 
taken  in  market  circles  in  the  announcement 
regarding  the  termination  of  Lend-Lease,  as 
it  is  obvious  that  the  withdrawal  of  these 
facilities  will  not  tend  to  make  any  easier 
the  position  regarding  the  supplies  of  cer- 
tain essential  oils  and  botanical  drugs. 
Prices  in  the  London  markets  show  little 
change  on  the  week  and  the  general  tone  is 
firm.  Makers  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemi- 
cals report  no  change  in  the  position  except 
for  reductions  in  the  schedules  of  prices 
for  Nicotinic  acid  and  Nicotinamide, 
details  of  which  are  given  below.  Business 
has  been  steady  and  in  fairly  reasonable 
volume  in  some  products. 

Crude  Drugs 

Apart  from  a  good  deal  of  inquiry  from 
the  Continent,  mostly  for  crude  drugs  no 
longer  in  good  supply,  little  of  interest  has 
occurred  in  these  markets  during  the  week 
under  review.  Prices,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions,  are  unchanged  and  the  supply 
position  generally  remains  difficult.  Anti- 
mony continues  in  steady  demand  at 
unchanged  rates.  Canada  Balsam  is  in 
short  supply  and  inclined  to  be  dearer. 
Cardamoms  remain  exceedingly  quiet  with 
prices  for  all  varieties  unchanged.  Cloves 
are  reported  to  have  been  in  rather  better 
supply  with  the  market  quiet  and  lower 
prices  ruling.  Gums  are  without  quotable 
change  on  the  week  with  only  a  moderate 
business  passing.  The  American  Mercury 
market  is  reported  to  be  showing  renewed 
easiness  as  a  result  of  the  probable  falling 
off  in  military  demand,  and  it  is  quite 
possible  that  a  similar  position  may  arise  in 
this  country  with  the  result  that  the  official 
prices  which  have  stood  at  a  high  level 
for  some  considerable  time  may  be  brought 
back  to  a  lower  rate.  Nutmegs  continue 
in  meagre  supply  and  higher  prices  are 
being  asked.  Quillaia  bark  is  again 
reported  dearer  on  spot.  Some  inquiry  has 


been  received  for  Seeds,  but  generally  1 
market  remains  exceedingly  quiet.  Ti 
meric  is  reported  to  be  in  very  good  dema 
but  supplies  are  exceptionally  poor 
present.  As  a  result,  the  price  has  advan< 
considerably.
